WR. MeRUER: My lord, before I commence with the 
matters affecting theCelanese Company, which I 
propose to go ou with first this morning, I want to 
draw your lordship's attention, to an editorial that 
r appeared. this week in the Financial Post.. 

I am not concerned with it at all, insofar as it 
suggests thet the Penman Company - whose business we 
were investigating about e week ago - was treated

That cannot 
be avoided, but apart from that the time has not core

profits or the losses of this company or any other 
company concerned in this investigation. That time 
will come and then Mr. MeKuer and Mr. Kelloek will 
have full opportunity of putting any argument they 
Wish before me. It will be my responsibility to choos 
the conclusions that i think ought. to be drawn.
